§52.36 What are the requirements of
the Federal Implementation Plans

chapter constitute the Clean Air Inter-
state Rule Federal Implementation
Plan provisions for emissions of sulfur
dioxide (S0,). Each State that is de-
scribed in §51.124(c) of this chapter is
subject to a finding by the Adminis-
trator that the State failed to submit a
State Implementation Plan (SIP) to
satisfy the requirements of section

this chapter, regarding the CAIR SO,
Trading Program, apply to sources in
each of these States that has not pro-
mulgated a SIP revision approved by
the Administrator as correcting that
deficiency. Following promulgation of
an approval by the Administrator of a
State’s SIP as meeting the require-
ments of CAIR for PM, s relating to SO,
under §51.124 of this chapter, these pro-
visions of part 97 of this chapter will no
longer apply to sources in that State,
except to the extent the Administra-
tor’s approval of the SIP is partial or
conditional or unless such approval is
under §51.124(r) of this chapter.

(b) The provisions of this section do
not invalidate or otherwise affect the
obligations of States, emissions
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sources, or other responsible entities
with respect to all portions of plans ap-
proved or promulgated under this part
or the obligations of States under the
requirements of §§51.124 and 51.125 of
this chapter.
